WITHDRAWAL 


A German war correspondent in 
Sicily—-quoted by the German over- 
seas news agency—said last night:

Near Orel 


Siberians from the Lake Baikal] 
region form part of the main Soviet 
armies crowding remorselessly on 
Orel, where the “‘ Escape Gap,”’ as 
it is described by Reuter’s special 
correspondent in Moscow, has bee 
narrowed to less than 40 miles. 

General Nokossovsky’s armies at 
some points are only 5 miles from 
Orel’s lifeline — the Orel-Briansk 
railway and  metalled highroad, 
Reuter’s message states. Infiltrating 
through the German positions Soviet 
patrols have blown up sections of 
the railway, so that traffic on it 
is completely disorganised, and for 
the most part at a standstill

North of Orel, the dispatch added, 
the Germans are throwing large 
forces of tanks, mobile guns and 
‘planes into frequent, but un- 
successful counter-attacks, North 
and east of Orel the Germans are 
resisting fiercely and putting in 
many counter-attacks. 


Before the Soviet offensive began 
the Orel bulge covered an area of 
8,000 square miles—xearly half is 
now in Rassian hands, it is claimed. 

A battle is raging east of Lenin- 
i for the key railway station of 
Mga. If this station is captured, 
the siege of Leningrad, Reuter 
states, will be broken in the fullest 
sense of the word, as the main rail- 
way into the city linking*up with 
the interior and Moscow will then 
be finally free. 

Yesterday’s German communiqué 
stated :—‘‘In the area of Orel the 
enemy attacked again with un- 
diminished strength. All attacks 
broke down with heavy losses for 
the Soviets. South of Lake Ladoga 
yesterday's enemy attacks were 
carried out with weaker forces and 
were unsuccessful.”’ 

Last night’s Russian communiqué 
said :—‘‘ Yesterday our troops con- 
tinued to advance at Orel. They 
captured over 30 inhabited localities, 
including a railway station eleven 
miles S.W. of Orel.
